Commopity CLASSIFICATION 


C.S.D. 90-70(1)—Commodity: CPR kit. The kit consists of a CPR 
microshield, a pair of latex surgical gloves and a nylon pouch, 
and is used to administer cardio-pulmonary resuscitation. The 
microshield is made is the U.S., the nylon pouch in Taiwan and 
the latex gloves in Malaysia. Classification: The CPR kit consti- 
tutes a set. The essential character is imparted by the 
microshield which is a product of the U.S. The kit would be free 
of duty under subheading 9801.00.1035, HTSUSA. Document: HQ 
085967, dated March 2, 1990. 


C.S.D. 90-70(2)—Commodity: Doll packaged with extra outfits and 
other items for retail sale. The doll is a stuffed doll, approximate- 
ly 7.5 inches high, dressed in a pink and blue outfit. The outfit is 
removable. The doll is packed with three additional outfits and a 
small plastic comb and brush. Classification: The entire set is 
classifiable in subheading 9502.10.2000, HTSUSA, and subject to 
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duty free treatment under subheading 9902.95.01, HTSUSA. Doc- 
ument: HQ 083260, dated March 1, 1990. 


C.S.D. 90-70(3)—Commodity: Handbags. Four samples of evening 
handbags, two of which have outer surfaces wholly of textile and 
two which also have glass beads. They all have braided handles. 
Classification: Three of the handbags are classified under sub- 
heading 4202.22.8050, HTSUSA, which provides for handbags, 
whether or not with shoulder strap including those without han- 
dle: with outer surface of textile materials: of man-made fibers. 
One handbag is classified under 7018.90.50, HTSUSA, as glass 
beads, imitation pearls and similar glass smallwares and articles 
thereof. Document: HQ 085996, dated March 6, 1990. 


C.S.D. 90-70(4)—Commodity: Metal box. The article is a tin or tin 
plated steel liquor container. Classification: The box is separately 
classifiable under subheading 8007.00.1050, HTSUSA, as articles 
of tin, or 7310.29.0060 as boxes of iron or steel. Document: HQ 
085915, dated February 21, 1990. 


C.S.D. 90-70(5)—Commodity: Motorcross gloves and kidney belt. 
Both the gloves and the belt are protective equipment intended 
to shield motorcross riders from the rigors of their sport. The 
belt, of plastic, nylon and velcro straps is designed to protect a 
motorcross rider’s kidneys. Classification: The kidney belt is clas- 
sifiable in subheading 9506.99.6080, HTSUSA, under the provi- 


sion for articles and equipment * * * other * * *. The gloves are 
classifiable in subheadings 6216.00.6000, HTSUSA, under the 
provision for gloves, mittens and mitts, other, other, other, and 
6216.00.4805, HTSUSA, under the provision for gloves * * *, oth- 
er, of man-made fibers, other, specifically designed for use in 
sports. HRL 082226 of March 30, 1989, is modified. Document: 
HQ 083645, dated March 1, 1990. 


C.S.D. 90-70(6)—Commodity: Neck ties. Two oversized costume ties 
one representing a bow tie the other a straight tie. The ties are 
made of foam-backed woven polyester with an elastic loop for se- 
curing the item around the wearer’s neck. Classification: The 
comic oversized ties are classifiable in subheading 6217.10.0030, 
HTSUSA under the provision for other made up clothing accesso- 
ries, of man-made fibers. HRL 083654 and New York Ruling let- 
ters 833914, 834167, 834169 and 834273 are modified. Document: 
HQ 083135, dated February 16, 1990. 


C.S.D. 90-70(7)—Commodity: Paper, printed matter. Color cards 
consisting of coloration deposits and printed matter designed to 
sell color dependent products, paint, etc. Classification: The color 
cards are classified under subheading 4823.90.6500, HTSUSA, on 
the basis that printed matter was merely incidental to the prima- 
ry use of the goods. Other samples on which the printed matter 
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was not merely incidental are classified under subheading 
4911.10.0080, HTSUSA. Document: HQ 085839, dated February 
16, 1990. 


C.S.D. 90-70(8)—Commodity: Shoe laces. Multiple pairs of shoe laces 
are inserted into the eyelets of a single pair of athletic-type shoes 
at the time of importation. The colors or designs of the pairs of 
laces correspond to the color scheme of the shoes. Classification: 
The one pair of shoes plus all pairs of laces is considered a single 
article, or, where these laces are not laced into the eyelets, a sin- 
gle article presented unassembled under GRI 2(a). Document: HQ 
086022, dated February 15, 1990. 


C.S.D. 90-70(9)}—Commodity: Sisal twine. A sisal twine ball wrapped 
in cellophane for retail sale is 1-ply, 300 feet in length with 9 per- 
cent emulsifier. Classification: The twine is classifiable under 
subheading 5607.29.0000, HTSUSA, as twine, cordage, ropes and 
cables, whether or not plaited or braided and whether or not im- 
pregnated, coated, covered or sheathed with rubber or plastics, of 
sisal or other textile fibers of the genus Agave, other. Document: 
HQ 082775, dated March 5, 1990. 


C.S.D. 90-70(10)—Commodity: Suit. A woman’s suit consisting of a 
suit-type jacket, skirt, and sleeveless top. The jacket and skirt are 
lined with acetate, the outershell is of rayon and silk woven 
fabric. The jacket has textile piping extending around the neck 
and down the edges of the front panels. This piping has the ap- 
pearance of shiny satin fabric and has no counterpart on the 
skirt. Classification: The jacket and skirt components are classi- 
fied together as a woman’s suit in subheading 6204.13.2010, 
HTSUSA. The top is classified in subheading 6114.30.1020, 
HTSUSA, which provides for women’s or girls’ knit tope of man- 
made fibers. NYRL 840454 of May 18, 1989 is modified. Docu- 
ment: HQ 084849, dated February 23, 1990.

NOTICE OF PUBLIC MEETINGS ON PRE-ENTRY 
CLASSIFICATION PROGRAM 


AGENCY: U.S. Customs Service, Department of the Treasury. 
ACTION: Notice of public meetings. 


SUMMARY: The pre-entry classification program, effective since 
January 1989, enables importers to obtain advice on the classifica- 
tion of their merchandise prior to importation. It promotes volunta- 
ry compliance, uniformity, and accuracy with regard to processing 
merchandise. In an effort to expand participation of the trade in the 
program, Customs is conducting open meetings at various field loca- 
tions to discuss all aspects of pre-entry classification. This notice 
sets forth the dates and times that are scheduled for meetings in 
New York and Chicago.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: Effective January 1, 1989, 
Customs instituted, on a limited test basis, the Pre-Entry (“line re- 
view”) Classification Program. This program provides reliable clas- 
sification advice prior to importation, provides importers with more 
certain classification advice, and enhances uniformity in classifica- 
tion decisions. Pre-entry classification is specifically designed to 
render binding classification advice on larger volumes of commodi- 
ties. The decisions are effective at all ports of entry. The program 
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promotes voluntary compliance, uniformity, and accuracy with re- 
gards to processing merchandise. 

Based on the success of the program, Customs is looking to ex- 
pand participation in Pre-entry Classification. To that end, open 
meetings have been scheduled at various field locations so that the 
program can be discussed with the trade and brokerage communi- 
ties. A notice was published in the Federal Register (55 FR 20558) 
on May 17, 1990, and in the Customs Bulletin and Decisions (Vol- 
ume 24, No. 21) on May 23, 1990, announcing the dates, times and 
locations of meetings throughout the country. At the time of that 
notice, open meetings had not yet been scheduled for New York and 
the North Central Region (Chicago). This document notifies the im- 
porting community of the dates, locations and times of the Chicago 
and New York meetings. A representative from Customs Headquar- 
ters and New York will be present at these meetings.
